DEFENDING PROTECTION. 


Mr. Frye, of Maine. Attacks the President’s 
Message on the Floor of the Senate in a 
Speech Defending the Protection oi 
American Industries. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Foilowing is a 
synopsis of Mr. Frye’s speech on the tar- 
iff, delivered in the Senate yesterday: 

Proceeding to discuss the message, Mr. Frye 
said the President had clearly thrown down 
the gauntlet of free trade. There was an at- 
tempt at disguise, but so feeble that it ought 
not to deceive any one. That message 
has been received with unbounded joy 
in Great Britain, and 
why not? England has 
been seeking the Amer- 
ican market for years 
with a PN 





ry gressions met by strong 
Senator Frye. defenses. But now the 
President of the United States declared 


that these defenses were to be raised. The 
British press had at once proceeded to self- 
congratulations, and tostrip off mercilessly the 
President's disguise. These congratulations 
would have continued if a voice of warning had 
not been heard. The warning was that such 


English expression of opinion had to 
be curbed, or the full fruition 
of English hopes would never be 


enjoyed. The whole history of Great Britain, 
Mr. Frye said, might be hunted from the begin- 
ning, and there would not be found one single 
instance where England had ever permitted 
the rights of any nation to impede or hinder 
her magnificent career in commerce and in 
manufactures. England had never in one single 
instance evinced any sympathy for the United 
States, and she never had permi‘ted an oppor- 
tunity to injure this country to pass unimproved. 
He declared that the counsel, the advice, the 
fmendship of Great Britain to any nation in 
commercial matters had invariably and inev- 
itably resulted in injury to the nation which 
had accepted it. Ireland was an_ instance 
of that. In this connection he 
quoted from a speech made by Thomas 
Francis Meagher in Dublin in 1847. And yct. 
Great Bri'ain hoped for, and the Democratic 
party expected the Irish votes next fall for 
Mr. Cleveland, as tthe Democratic candidate 
for the presidency. One of the leading Free- 
Trade speakers in England had declared years 
ago that the greatest triumph of Great Britain 


would be the subjugation of the mar- 
kets of the United States. In the prom- 
ise of the President’s message they 


could see that subjugation nigh at hand. Great 
Britain to-day has her markets open to the 
world, while other countries had their markets 
partially closed to her. She found now within 
her own borders the fiercest kind of competi- 
tion and her industries were falling off. Her 
cotton manufactures were crippled, and Ger- 


many and Belgium were seizing her 
fron and steel industries, and were 
already controling one-half of her 


foreign trade in that line. Her agricultural 
lands were decreasing in value. and from one- 
third to one-half of her agricultural laborers 
were out of employment, while those who had 
employment only earned from a shilling toone 
and sixpence a day. But England heard the 
President of the United States declare in his 
annual message tbat the tariff (the only ob- 


stacle to English possession of 
the American market) was vicious, 
illogical, inequitable, and what wonder 


that the English people deafened American 
ears with their cries of ‘Hear hear.”” They saw 
him adopt as the choice of the Democratic 
party for the presidential battle of 1888, the old 
fundamental doctrine of free trade, that ‘‘duty 


is a tax paid by the con- 
sumer.” What wonder they hailed 
Mr. Cleveland as their champion. They 


saw him promise to open to them participation 
in the American market, and they knew that 
that participation would start their halting 
looms and feed their unemployed men and 
women. What wonder that the approval of 
the President’s message went ringing over the 
world, but the attitude of the Dem- 
ocratic party of this country was of 
more importance practically than the 
attitude of Great Britain. Would the 
Democratic party of the United States indorse 
their new chief? He was strongly inclined to 
think it would. He knew that members of that 
party had been masquerading for years as re- 
formers, favoring ‘tariff for revenue only, with 
incidental protection,” ora ‘tariff fir revenue 
exclusively,”’ and that in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts of New Jerseyand elsewhere they masque- 
raded as mild-mannered Protectionists. The 
Democratic party of the country really shared 
in the President's convictions, and really be- 
lieved that the tariff was vicious, illogical] and in- 
equitable, and that a duty was atax paid by 
the consumer, and why should not the party so 
think. The controling element of the Demo- 
cratic party had always beenin the South, and 
the Southern wingof the Democratic party con- 
troled it to-day as powerfully and completely 
as it did before the rebellion, when it com- 
peled the party into the championship of slavery 
There was not the slightest doubt as to the 
attitude of the South on this question. The 
distinguished Speaker of the House, in his de- 
votion to the principles of free trade, had 
dared, 1n the last Congress, to arrogate t» him- 
self almost despotic powers, and to declare 
from his high place that he would recognize no 
member of the House to make any motion to 
cut down the surplus unless first sub- 
mitted to a Democratic caucus. The Dem- 
ocratic Secretary of the Treasury had also 
joined in the choral songof the Free-Traders, 
apparently with all his heart. In fine, he was 
satisfied that all the Democratic lead: rs agreed 
with the President except that they had not 
the President’s boldness or honesty. If, how- 
ever, by cheating the people in the next elec- 
tion as to their position they could get a new 
lease of power and obtain ec ntrol of the 
United States Senate, then the people might 
bid farewell to every principle of protection. 

“The Republicans,” said Mr. Frye, ‘took 
up the President's gauntlet of free trade with 
great pleasure, and joined issue with the 
Democrats an! declared that, instead of the 
tariff being vicious, illogical and inequitable, it 
increased marvelously the prosperity of this 
country, and that instead of a duty being a tax 
paid by the consumer, no instance could be 
found in which the duty had nt decreased to 
the consumer the cost of the article con- 
sumed.” 

“As to the surplus,” said Senator Frye, ‘t 
was Democratic incapacity which caused it. 
and now the country haa to look out to see 
that the same Democratic incapacity in ad- 
ministering medicine did not give poison and 
kill the patient.” He was as much against the 
surplus as the President was, but he was 
not frightened at it. He would rather 
have a surplus than a deficit. 
If there was any honest purpose to get rid of 
the surplus, it could be done without the 
slightest difficulty. In the first place some of 
itought to be expended wisely in coast de- 
fenses, increasing the navy, in building up the 
merchant marine, andin educating the people 
as proposed by Senator Blair's bill. 

When Mr. Frye concluded his speech there 
was @ great deal of applause from the spec- 
tators in the well-filled galleries, and the Sen- 
ator was congratulated bya number of Sen- 
ators on the ficor.

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-A WONDERFUL ANIMAL 
fhe Ingenuity, Shrewdness and Habits of 
the Beaver. 

I once had an opportunity of inves- 
tigating a beaver house. First I stood 
upon the oven-shaped roof, and al- 
though constructed simply of light 
twigs. willow switches and mud, my 
weight made not the slightest. depres- 
sion. Cutting through some fourteen 

fifteen inches of solid roof, there 
appeared to be a sort.of underground 
town, with liquid streets, where there 
was any quantity of winter food laid . 
up in the shape of “cordwood.”” Theré 
were partitions which divided the un- 
derground warehouse into apartments,¢ , 
with no communication between them 
except by means of water canals. 

The authorities advance the idea of 
these partitions not being erected for 
the purpose of dividing up the interior, 
but for supporting the roof of the main 


building. ‘The posts are solid and sub- 
stantial, rendering a cave in impossi- 


ble, and displays rare sagacity in the 
animals for the solid supporting of a 
heavy roof. Verily these underground 
cities are miniature Veénices, except- 
ing that the inhabitants go swimming 
around the streets instead of floating 
from place to place in fanciful gon- 
dolas. 

A beaver dam is almost a work of 
art. Should the water be sluggish, 
slow moving, or almost stagnant, the 
dam will, as a rule, run straight across 
from bank to bank; but where the 
currentis swift, the dam is then curved. 
Most of their work is done after night- 
fall. With their broad, flat tail used 
as a trowel they will draw up mud and 
leaves from beneath the surface and 
plaster it on as skillfully as a hired 
mason would do the job. No crevice 

hole escapes their vigilant eye, and 
that is the reason why we never hear 
of a beaver dam being washed away. 

This animal never hesitates to tackle 
a tree no matter what the size may be. 
The writer has seen some beaver stumps 
as inuch as thirty inches in diameter 
completely cut through by their saw- 
like teeth and again others that must 
have measured in diameter as much as 
three feet. In the park on the border 
of Beaver lake is one giant cotton- 
wood that was evidently attempted by 
two of the animals at one time, but 
right here a curious miscalculation was 
made by the workers. A log lay against 
the tree on the up-hill side, and at this 
point one of the pair started in to 
slaughter the tree, while the other 
worked from the ground on the oppo- 
site side and fully two feet lower thea 
his comrade. Previous to commencing 
the job, a large rotten limb had first 
been cut away to make room for the 
workers; but after all it was labor lost, 
for the tree was never utilized. It fell 
against another large tree, and re- 
mains in that position to-day. ‘There 
are many other trees in the park 
girdled, though not entirely. cut 
through. The food of beavers in this 
latitude consists principally of willow, 
aspen, cottonwood, alder and the balm 
of Gilead; but, as remarked, they are 
gradually retreating before the en- 
croachments of civilization, so that the 
principal beaver colonies in the Nortb- 
west to-day are high up among the 
peaks of the Rocky mountains. 

Wherever water can be found there 
will the beaver The cottonwood 
tree disappears at about eight thousand 
feet, and for the next two. thousand 
feet the quaking aspen becomes the fa- 
vorite bill of fare; but when the aspen 
supply becomes rather limited then the 
little rodents depend chiefly upon wil- 
lows and dwarfed shrubs. It is well to 
note that they will touch no kind of 
resinous wood for food, although pines 
and firs are used indiscriminately in 
the construction of dams.—Montana 
Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Seeing Inside of a Boiler.

At last year’s London Exposition of 
inventions there was a working steam 
boiler, the interior of which was il- 
luminated by electricity. The whole 
apparatus used for this purpose con- 
sists of a little battery outside of the 
boiler, which is connected with incan- 
descent lights, screwed to the interior 
walls of the steam space above the 
water level, and eneased in steam- 
tight bulbs, while a second wire ends 
in @ leading button outside of the 
boiler. Strong double observing 
glasses are let into a brass rim set into 
the end of the wall of the boiler. If the 
current is closed by pressing the but- 
ton against the metallic boiler-wall, 
then the incandescent lamps begin te 
glow and light the interior of the boiler. 
It is hoped by this means of observing 
the process of heating water, and the 
production and withdrawal of steam, 
to gain material knowledge and advan- 
tages for steam using. Ths arrange- 
ment may prove important for other 
processes also, for instance, in sugar- 
making, to note how the cooking and 
simmering of the materials proceeds. — 
Modern Light and Heat.

‘GAS EXPLOSION IN A MINE. 


FIFTY-SEVEN BODIES BURIED IN THE 
WRECK. 








No Possible Hope of Rescuing Any of the 
Victims Alive—The Cause of the Disaster 
Unknown—Recovering the Dead Bodies. 
The Mine Not Much Injured. 

Victoria, Jan. 26.—<A terrible disaster has 
occurred near here, in pii No. 5, of the Well- 
ington colliery, which caused the death of 
fifty-seven men. A loud report was heard, 
ana a dense mass of smoke and dust shot up 
into the air. The smoke and dust continued 
for over five minutes. As soon as possible 
Manager Bryder proceeded to the shaft, and 
attention was first pail to repairing the fan 
house, which was quickly accomplished, and 
the fan started again. 

The shaft timbers were destroyed and the 
cages could not be used, but a pulley and 
rope were immediately prepared. Mean- 
while, the first man to come out of the pit 
bad climbed by means of the cage wire cable 
through the shattered timbers to within one 
hundred feet of the top, when the rope was 
lowered and he reached the surface in an ex- 
hausted condition. A second miner was also 
enabled to get out by this perilous method, 
while it is reported that a third, when fifty 
feet from the top, loosed his hold and fell to 
certain death at the bottom of the shaft. 
Two men were then lowered as a search 
party and returned, stating that nothing 
could be heard but calls from below. For- 
tunately the mine had not fired, so danger 
from this source was averted. 

A temporary cage was made and lowered 
to a considerable depth, the yiiners reaching 
it by means of ladders, and at 1 o’clock 103 
of 160 menin the mine had been rescued. 
One white man, Robert Williams, was also 
taken out dead. 

The explosion took place in the last level. 
In this twenty-five white miners were iin- 
prisoned, and the fears entertained that they 
were all killed were verified; for at 5 o’clock 
all were carried to the surface dead, and the 
work of taking out the Chinese began. There 
are, as nearas can be estimated, twenty- 
seven or twenty-nine white men in the mine, 
with no hopes of rescuing them alive. 

Rescuing parties have been working hard 
at the scene of the explosion. The caye can 
be lowered to where the debris is. From 
there the rescners descend by means of a 
ladder. The work of clearing away the de- 
bris from the bottom of the shaft is being 
pushed forward with all possible speed, and 
not till this isclone can any dead bodies be 
brought up.

THE FIRST KU-KLUX 





Where and For What the Afterward Law- 
less Brotherhood Was Organized. 


In the fall of 1866 James R. Crowe, now 


to his home at Pulaski, Tenn., after three 
years’ service in the Confederate army, 
says a writer in the Detroit Free Press. 
Although not a young man in years, he 
was full of good-natured devil try and fond 


of his friends: 

“Let’s a few of us band together and 
have a secret society which will bo a mys- 
tery to the old folks.” 

It was agreed to, and Mr. Crowe, F. O. 
McCord, John C. Lester, Calvin Jones, 
Join Kennedy, I. L. Shappard and R. 
Rood met one evening in the law office of 
young Jones’ father, who was a lawyer 


'gnud absent from town, and formed the 





first Ku-Klux organization ever held in 
this country. 

It was not then named, and the object, 
as all state, and as must be accepted as 
the truth, was simply for mystery and 
amusement. The second meeting was held 
on the ground of Dr. Carter, on a hill out 
sidethe town. A tornado had partially de- 
molished the house and prostrated many 
of the cedars in the groves around it, 
making a wild and lonely place, and it 
was at night, and amidst these ruins, that 
the first candidates were initiated. The 
name Ku-Klux was adopted from a Greek 
word, and the boys originated the form 
of initiation and the various grips 
and passwords, The idea, as 
stated, was fun and _ mystery, and 
tocarry this out every member was priv- 
ileged to disguise himself as he saw fit. 
Candidates were taken in ono after an- 
other, and finally a public parade was 
held. This was the head and front of an 
organization which quickly spread over 
the whole South. Whilo the Pulaski or- 
ganization never posted a threatening 
letter nor gave a man warning, other or- 
ganizations were formed witha different 
aim in view. Every member was dis- 
guised, and each one surrounded himself 
with as great a mystery as hs could, and 
it was the awe which the public felt and 
expressed that encouraged other organi- 
zations with other objects. 

The close of the war had left the South 
full of bad men, both white and black. 
Law was powerless to reach them, and it 
was to grapple with this evil that the 
Ku-Klux societies sprang into existence 
all over that section. There were in- 
stances where the work was carried too 
far, and where bad meu banded together 
to do evil, but the original object of every 
society which included the respectable 
citizens of the neighborhood, was soluly

Our Hardy Ancestors, 
Old men live in the past.

The log cabins of primitive times would 
seem very cheerless habitations to the 
people who live in the finely constructed, 
furnace heated mansions of to-day.
